CALLES OPENS 
CAMPAIGN FOR

Breaks Rebels in Central 
Provinces—Federal For- 
ces Occupy Chihuahua

MEXICO CITY, April 10—Secretary 
of War Plutarco Elias Calles after 
breaking the rebels’ strength in Cen- 
tral Mexico, has established head- 
quarters at Mazatlan, Sinaioa, to 
supervise the federal offensive on the 
west coast, He brought with him six 
troop and supply trains to support the 
already victorious federal forces. 

The federal northward advance con- 
tinues under direction of Gen, Lazaro 
Cardenas, whose field headquarters 
are at Qualican, about 70 miles north 
of Mazatlan. 
siderably ahead, having halted at Ss 
Blas, near the Sonora border, Federal 
officers believe that 
continued northward, with the re. 
toration of communications, the In- 
surgents would fall back into Sonora, 
which is the only remaining state they 
control, 

Reports from points in Chihuahua 
indicated General Juan A, Almazan, 
like Gen. Cardenas, was advancing 
slowly, repairing the railroad tracks 
and bridges as he goes. 

The government was informed the 
insurgent armies of Escobar and 
Caraveo, after abandoning Chihuahua 
city, had proceeded north to Juarez 
and then headed southwestward for 
Sonora.

You may use the 
peroxide to bleach the hairs if they 
are dark, but sometimes this makes 
the hairs grow longer. If they de- 
velop into a really disfiguring beard 
they may be removed permanently by 
electrolysis, but it would be an ex- 
pensive and tedious series of treat- 
ments.

WILL SURVEY 
ALL FORESTS 
OF PROVINCE 


Timber Resources to be 


Measured up and Classi- 
fied by Officials 


Alberta is to have a complete sur- 
\ey made of its forest and timber re- 
sources this year, according to Col. 
Valmer of the local branch of the Do- 
minion forestry department. 

The surv which will start June 1) 
in the Roc Mountain House district 
and work north, will list all timber 
areas with the species divided into 
groups so that as accurate a total as 
possible may be secured, 

This work, which is to be carried 
out by the Dominion government, ts 
the first step in a survey of timber in 
the whole of the Dominion, and ts a 
measure that is expected to reveal 
much useful and needed information 


Each particular district, it is stat- 
ed, will occupy &@ month to survey, One 
man will be used who will cruise the 


area, his annroximate figure being ac- 
cepted by the government. Just how 
much work 1s done this year depends 
on the appropriation set aside by the 
federal house, according to Colonel 
Palmer 

Estimates of the amount of timber 
in Alberta have been made from time 
to time by forest rangers and the sur- 
vey will be a check on their figures, 
As soon as the present survey is com- 
pleted a much more intensive one whl 
Le carried out, it is stated 

The government already has an idea 
of the approximate totel of timber 
within the limits of the forest reserves, 
this being about 16 billion feet, Out- | 
side there preseryations there is a 
greater total, according to information 
belleved to be accurate 

The system of measuring standing 
timber ts to take a specified area con- | 
tuining the trees and measure the dia- 


meter or circumference at breast 
height, The approximate length of 
the tree is then measured and a com- 


putation made giving the number of | 
feet contained, This is done for each 
tree in the area under examination | 
and then multiplied by the whole dis- | 
trict to be surveyed,

ILLIAM HAZLITT, one of lit- 
erature’s greatest essayists 

and epigramists, was born in 
1778.
